The London "Morniug Post" ou 



[Toronto OUibr, July 17.] 

The London "Morning Post" ImH 
not yet quite got over the ideas of pu- 
i .eternal govemmeiit once parnmount in 
*T(^(pwnin"-stroet. Tbo "Post" is con- 
eerned uia,t British Cohiiubin Hlumld 
, get justice. It has discovered that Hid 
pooplo of British Cohnnbia distrust 
both the Locftl nnd Dominion Govoni- 
■■ ments, aud, to mend mutters, luiikcs 
the ingemoua suggostiou that the 
Home Government should exerciso its 
"vigilance to prevent, as far as possi- 
ble, an injury being inflicted on a very 
distant and almost powerless colony." 
The ■ "Post" hopes, therefore, that 
Lorp-Canarvon "is directing his at- 
tention to'that remote region." 

The argument— such as it is — of the 
" "Post" is founded on the fallacy that 
Great Britain is called upon to inter- 
fere .because the terms of union agi-eed 
upon between Canada and British Col- 
i^^m'bia were, under the provisions of 
the British North American Act, for- 
' limlly sanctioned by Her Miijosty in 
Council. Yet nothing is more clear 
than that, except by way of reniou- 
stronceil ^e Imperial Goveriuneut pos- 
, Besses no means under the Constitution 
■ ot interposing its authority as between 
the Dominion and an aggrieved Pro- 
vince. The "Post," however, is not 
only at sea in its allusion to the rela- 
tions of Great Britain to the Dominion. 
' • The* one question now really at issue 
^^.'..iri^'BritiBn Columbia is whether the 
Local Government has or has not act- 
ed wisely in assuming an attitude uf 
hostility towards the Government of 
the Dominion instead of meeting the 
advances of the latter in a friendly 
. |pifit;J||and, except iust where its in- 
, *^'nuehce is centralized, the ojiinion ap- 
pears to be very general that the Lo- 
cal Government has made a mistake 
and a blunder. 

But the "Post" will have it that 
"British Columbia has been badly 
treated." It alleges that the great in- 
ducement to British Columbia to enter 
the Dominion was the pledge that the 
Pacific Railway should bo eonstrueted 
in ten years. Our London contempor- 
ary is 'altbgethdr in the ■WTong. The 
terms on which British Colnmbia con- 
sented to enter the union made no 
provision for the railway being con- 
structed within any specified time. All 
they asked for wa.-i imiueuiuto connnu- 
nicatiou by means of a waggon road, 
,and.a railroad in any indelinite num- 
ber of years afterwards. The pledge to 
construct the Pacific Railway in ten 
years was an after-thought, an arrange- 
. ment'eomo to between the Canadian 
•Government and the British Columbia 
. delegates, but no part of the demands 
of the British Columbia Legislature 
and people, and, admittedly, a con- 
tract both parties to which knew to he 
impossible of fulfilment. 

The breach of contract, therefore, 
was not an incident of the change of 
Government at Ottawa, as the "Post' 
"insinuates, neither had party struggles 
' in the Dominion Parliament anything 
to do vrith commencing the w ork. Por 
all preliminary purposes Parliament 
has voted money without stint or lim- 
it, and yet these prelimin.aries are not 
yet accomplished. Canada is pledged 
J,'to-day by the declarations of her GoVp 
emment and the action of her Legisla- 
ture to do all that her means and re- 
sources will accomplish to bring tliis 
work to completion. Reokle.ssness 
and folly the niost egregious liurried 
US into the dilemma; prudence and 
Btatesmanahip now have to e:^ti'icate 
us from it; ind we will venture to say 
the Imperial statesman does not 
breathe who would urge Canada to go 
one stop faster than she is j^repared to 
proceed at this moment. 

As to the guarantee, wc shov,-cd late- 
ly the guarantee was not given ti; in- 
duce Canada to build the Pacific Road. 
It was given, to our Hhauie be it tsaid, 
as a compensation to Canada for re- 
nouncing her claims on the United 
States for damages done by the Fenian 
raids, and this exclusively in tlio inter- 
est of Great Britain. So, if Oanaila 
were to drop the road and decline thi' 
guarantee, sho would simply have ])r(!- 
sonted the Empire witii lior Ionian 
raid claims for nothing. Certainly if 
Canada errs at all in her treatment of 
British Columbia it will not be on the 
side of parsimon}', stinginess, or un- 
fairness. AVe believe the great major- 
ity of the people of Brilish Columl)ia 
know this already; and the lean any 
well-meant officiousness from the other 
side of the Atlantic, in the form of 
such articles as the one we have been 
noticing, giA'CH to the Government of 
British Columbia the notion that they 
have anything to depend on but thu 
honest public opinion of the Domin- 
ipn and the national good faith, the 
less likislyyill they be to interpose 
difficuities in the >iray of a just and 
enefoiis arrangement.

The Scott Murder. 

It will be remembered that the quss- 
tion of "juri.sdiction" has always beon 
raised in dealing with the murderers of 
Thoinns Scott, at Fort Garry on the, 4th 
of ^larch, 1870. That constituted the 
prin(d)jal plea put iuby Lopino's counsel, 
and it is ouo of tho first quoatious upon 
whicli it has boon the duty of the now 
Chief Justice (Hon. E. B. Wood) to ad- 
judioate. (Tbe'following is the conclu- 
eioa of his elaborate, exhaustive and con 
vinoing orgument: — "There has, then, 
been no interruption of jurisdiction, or 
wont of authority, in Courts existing in 
North America, to hoar, try, and deter- 
mine all crimes oomraittud within the 
territory now forming tho Province of 
Manitoba, but all such crimes and of- 
fences might have boon btfore the Pro- 
vinca was established, in courts then ex- 
isting, and by officers ^/ie/i clothed with 
full authority in that behalf, andjuayiioio 
in the Court of Quean's Boiich duly or- 
ganized in Manitoba, bo hoard, trioil,aiid 
dotoviuiuod in duo course of law, and 
])nnisiinionl awarded accordingly. The 
demurrer to the plea of jurisdiction is al- 
lowed. The prisoner is permitted to en- 
ter a plea of 'Not Guilty.' " 

MARINE AMP FisuiiiiiBS KnpoitT. — From 
tho report of the Dominion Marine and 
Fishovies Department we loaru that "in 
Jjriti.ih Columbia thoro aro threo light- 
houses find a light ship, but 39 buoys 
aro niaintaiued, and tho cost of tho ser- 
vice \V53 810,016, which was excessive 
coinparc'l with the coat of lights in other 
partH of tha Dominion.

Mr. Disraeli'sLioutonaiit. 

Tho present jMiuiHtry has been for so 
brief a period iu oUieo tlmfc Homo of its 
members have aciarcely had time to do- 
veloijo a manneriem. t But the Homo 
Secretary, Mr. OroBS', was evidently to 
the official manner born, and risots to 
ana^ver qiio.stionH put to hiin on tho 
Treasury Bench as if ho bad been seat- 
ed thoro since the jiassago of the lie- 
form Act. His sub. Sir H. Sobviu Ib- 
betsou, who used to bo a fearful Ijoro 
when ho v/as private niouibor, ih torn 
porarily only, it is to bo feared, tamed 
by tho chains of office, find alwayH 
seems glad to find himself ouoo more 
safe on the Treasury Bonoh -svithout 
having perilled tho British Constitu- 
tion by inadvertent or indiscreet ob- 
sorvatioiig. Sir Michael Hi-^kH-Beach 
also disi)lays this wholoBomo tiimditv, 
his manner being in marked contraHt 
to that of the noble lord whom ho auc- 
ceeda. The Marquis of Hartington 
had none of the supercilioug manner 
of iMr. Ayrton, but equally \vith a col- 
league in whose companionship ho 
must have joyed, his lordship posses- 
sed the art of making his audionco 
thoroughly understand that, \\'hat with 
their questions, their objections, and 
their suggestions, they wore decidedly 
(jbuoxious and altogetlior uuuocosaary 
lieople, and that if they Would just 
leave tlio airairs of tlio clopartuiont in 
the hands of him who, however unwil- 
lingly, addressed them, it would bo a 
great deal better for the country. For 
the heir to a dukedom and revenues 
untold, tlio Marquis of Hartiugto'i ^vas 
a most exemplary member of I'arlia- 
nieiit, being eoiistantly in his placo in 
tho House, ami invariably at baud 
when tho division boll rang, just as if 
ho wore a Taper or a Tadpole, or even 
a Right Hon. Nicholas Rigby. But he 
never spoke unless he was absolutolj" 
obliged to, and then said as Httlo as 
possible. There was a surlinoss 
about his manner that did not make 
him an attractive speaker; but then, as 
I have said, he is tho eldest son of a 
duko, and, on tho whole, was accept- 
able to tho House of Commons, and 
oven partially awed tho Irish meuiberH. 
Sir Michael Hicks-Boach's father was 
only a baronet, and during his ton 
years' holding a seat in tho ^ouso ho 
has not luanifostod any qualitios that 
will compensate for this coinparativo 
failing. Hon. Robert Bourko, TJudor 
Secretary of State for Foreign Atrairs, 
succeeds a painstaking and eflioient 
man, who was a good deal beforo the 
House in the course of a session. A 
rapid, glib speaker. Lord Enfield al- 
ways showed himself well posted up 
in tho details of his office and had a 
conciliatory way of addres.sing tho 
House that was quite refreshing after 
exporiouoo>p{ tbe manner of the great 
majority of his colleagues, Mr, Bourko 
is hiiiisolf one of those singularly hap- 
py men of wliom tho House of Coin- 
inoiis por.-iisls in expecting groat things. 
When, si.\ years ago, ho took his neat, 
everybody agreed that ouo wUq would 
prove to be a great orator had shaken 
hands with the Speaker, Mr. Bourko 
has, at loast on two occasions gf yecent 
date, found himself in a position when , 
if the great speech wero ready, it might 
have been mado in tho hearing of a 
crowded House and upon a critical oc- 
casion. But the speech has yet to be 
delivered. Mr. O. S. Bead never 
made"anv pretensions to oratory, and 
never had them put forth on his ac- 
count. A plain, straightforward, prac- 
tical speaker, whom men listen to for 
what he has to say, not for his man- 
ner of saying it. In this respect he in 
the counterpart of Sir Massoy Lopos, 
though, on the whole, perhaps, of a 
higher mental calibre, and certainly 
capable of taking wider views than tho 
ciKiiii[)ion of tho Local Taxation Ro- 
lief agitators, who has been mado a 
Junior Lord of the Admiralty. Mr. 
W. H. Smith is of the very stuff that 
^lini.sters aro made of, and will some 
day Koo much higher office thuu tlie 
uiudest one of Financial Socrolary to 
the Treasury which ho now holds- A 
plain, clear, judicious, sensible sjioak- 
er, who always seems to see the right 
thing at the right moment, and makes 
known tho discovery in a iiiodost man- 
lier which the House relislies as a rare 
luxury. — "Gentleman's Jlagazino."

He has succeeded in sending into exil(> 
tho greater ])nrtiun of the exalted aris- 
tocrats who signed the fanious petition 
which brouglit; about liis disgrace and 
fall. Among tliose wlio liave thus 
sulTored banishment in thoir turn 
aro tho ox-Kogontof Persia, tlio Pre- 
fect of Teheran, and tho Hultaii Moii- 
rad, th(( grand-uiiclo of tiio Shah of 
i'ersia.

She had been informed, she told me, 
that her testimony ,if given as required 
would put an end to tlio tronbk, and she 
was -^illiiig to say anvthing for the cause 
of peace and religion. In answer to a 
question whether tho case was to be com- 
promised, Tilton said; 

"I knoTQotbing of future Qventfl. I 
only know my prsaeiit duty, whioh is to 
make the Bwom fttatemenfc wfaioh I have 
promised to the Committee of the exact 
facts in the case. I have tried for four 
years, using my boat wit, which has pro- 
ved small in endeavoring to cloak ond 
conceal tha faots which arpnow to bo di- 
vulged. Tho responsibility of divulging 
thorn belongs not me, for I would rather 
keep thorn buried. This responsibility 
belongs to Mr. Beecher, who hni oommia- 
aiouod sU mon of bla own ohurok to »s-, 
amino into tho fauts, whioli, wbon thoy 
ara mado known, will put an ond to Mr. 
Beecher's ministry ;show him to hava boon 
guilty cf a dogrea of criminality which 
tho world little snapocts, and to havont- 
tomntod to Bl]io|d liimself by putting 
forth another man's br^'ist as the armor 
which was to roooive tho blow. As to 
compromisoq, I know nothing. I shall 
aocopt nouo; it is a day oi battle and 
death." 



Thkui; are many romances of real 
life that find their donoueraont in the 
Paris iMorguo; but tlie strangest yet 
iiappenod quite recently.
